"In 1910, I began using motorcycle— 


In 
1915 I began using autos and have 
worn out or used approximately 20

dent and general organizer to assist 
them. 


The negotiation co'mmillce was com- 


posed of N. P. O'Neal, Earl O'Neal and 
Morris O'Neal, for the Hope Brick com- 
pany, and Frank Kigcr, national union 
official, Willard Anderson, Tom Huck- 
abee, Frank Brazzil, negro, and Willie 
Boozer, negro. 


Practically all recent labor disputes 


concerning the Hope Brick company 
were settled.

"Our 
worst problem in the early 


period was to make the trip as there 
was not very much mail. But it has 
gradually grown till today we have a 
great amount of parcel post as well as 
daily papers that we did not have then. 


"I remember I had about two daily 


papers the first few years, which I 
think were the St. Louis Democrat. No 
packages wore mailed to amount to 
anything before parcel post as the 
postage was $0.01 for each ounce. A 
four-pound package cost $0.64 to mail. 
So we had very few parcels to handle. 


"Now, 
we handle a great number of 


packages and from one to two hundred 
daily papers. 


"My route at this time handles about 


15,000 pieces of mail per month com- 
pared at the beginning to about two or 
three thousand. 


"The first few years of service were 


not very pleasant but the longer I 
stayed on the better I liked my work. 
My patrons have been very nice to me 
and I have enjoyed serving them. 


"Our working conditions are much 


better today than in days gone by 
which I Uiink has been brought about 
by our organization which has been the 
means of bringing us closer in touch 
with the department, and today we are 
rendering a more efficiant service and 
enjoying better salary than in days 
gone by." 


Mr. Jones, now at the age of 55, will 


continue as a rural mail carrier. The 
optional retirement law sets the age 
at 63. The compulsory retirement age 
is 65.

Threat of Bombing Cities Is Ace Card of Dictators 


> Word from overseas has it that the British government hopes for an in- 


ternational agreement to ban the bombing of civilians in wartime. Negotia- 
tions, for a four-power treaty to that effect tre to begin shortly, it is said, with 
Germany, Italy, France and England as the interested parties. 


An agreement like that would be very nice, if it could just be signed and 


lived up to. Yet one does not needto be an incurable cynic to suspect that 
such an agreement is the one thing which the Fascist powers will not grant. 


It'is common knowledge that the democracies knuckled under to the dic- 


tatorships at Munich because they were scared to death of what the German 
and Italian air forces might do to them. England still has tht world's greatest 
navy, an dthe French army—despite all that has been said about German re- 
armament—is still as strong as any in Europe, if not stronger. Yet because they 
were outclassed in the air, England and France caved in. 


And that fact carries its own moral. 
While military experts are not yet unanimous about the role of air power 


in modern warfare, it is pretty generally agreed that—from a strictly military 
point of view—airplanes cannot win a war, in the old sense, by themselves. 
The'y cannot seize and hold territory. They cannot destroy armies. The final 
decision still belongs to the man on the ground. 


So the democracies were not threatened with military defeat, in the old 


style, at Munich. What they were threatened with was something very dif- 
efrent—and infinitely worse: destruction of then- great cities, the death of 
many- thousands of women and children, a disorganization of civil life on a 
terrible scale. 


It was this threat that compelled them to back down. They could have 


won, the war; but they could not have won it without suffering losses too 
frightful.to contemplate. 


toother words, the threat of torching civilians was the the ace card held by 


the Fascists. It was the one card which the democracies could not match. 
Without it, Hitler could not for one minute have overawed his rivals. 


It is clear, then, that any international agreement' to outlaw the bombing of 


civilians would (if entered into sincerely and lived up to on all sides) deprive 
the dictator states of the one big advantage which has enabled them to get 
their own way.

_ Does anyone suppose that Hitler and Mussolini would agree to any such 
thing? 


The world today needs few things more desperately than it needs an end 


to this threat of raining death on defenseless civilians. But to expect those who 
profit by the use of that threat to eiveit up meekly and without protest is like 
expecting the lion and the lamb to lie down together in perfect friendship.

Modern Medical Science Extends Average 


Duration of Life 


The will to live is deeply rooted in 


all mankind. From the beglnlng of time 
man has sought not increasing years, 
but increasing years ot usefulness. 
One of our leading biologists, Dr. Ray* 
moncl Penl of Johns Hopkins, indicat- 
es thnt until we are 20 years old we 
do no pay much attention as long 
we live, but after thnt age we begin to 
think what we can do to preserve our 
health and to realize the 70 years of 
age which is the life cycle of man. 


Apparently the older we get the more 


anxious we are to keep on living. 
Just a few days ago a man who had 
reached the age of 87 wrote, asking 
a lot of questions because he wanted 
to be certain to reach the age of 90. 


With the development of modem 


medicine gerat help has come to en- 
able most human beings to reach at 
least GO years of age. This help, how- 
ever, is chiefly In the earlier years of 
life. In 1890 only 72 per cent ot boy 


babies reached 10 years of age; now 
01 per cent rench 10'years of age, Tn 
1890, 600 out of every 10,000 whit males 
who had reached 70 years of age manag 
ed to live to the age of 90. Now only 
563 out of every 10,000 white males 
who have reached the age of 70 live to 
reach 90, (Moreover, (here is no evid- 
ence at all thnnt theh life cycle of man 
has been extended and there docs 
not seem to he any likelyhood that it 
will be in thenenr future. All that lias 
been changed is the average duration 
of life. 


Frequently I have pointed out in 


these columns that the people who live 
long are those who come from parents 
and grandparents wHo have lived long. 
The sons of fathers who did not live 
long may reasonably txpect to live 
a shorter period of time than the sons 
of fathers who did live long. This 
factor becomes operative more par- 
ticularly after the age of 60. Thus 
at the age of GO th sons of fathers who 


lived to be 80 have n life expecta- 
ncy thnt is -10 per cent greater than 
that of the sons of fathers Who died 
before the nge of 50. 


In his consideration if the subject 


Dr. Raymond Penrl has made n special 
study of the realntionship of the use 
of tilcholic beverages to long life. 
Everybody knows the anecdotes of the 
old men who lived long and were per- 
sistent liquor drinkers nnd of the old 
men who lived long and never drank 
n drop of alchol. ht'c statement 
is sometimes made thnt the latter did 
not live longer but that it only seemed 
longer. Nevertheless, the exact scien- 
tifc study of this question leads to 
the goncrnlconclusion that moderate 
drinking docs not slgnificatly shorten 
life, but thnt heavy drinking does ser- 
iously diminish the length of life. 


Investigations also showed quite con- 


clusively that after the age of 40 to 
45 a man will shorten his life by heavy 
physical labor.

From 1928 through 1933 the utilities 


speeded up expansion at times pouring

This was above tli£ average require- 


ment and left the industry perhaps 
"overbuilt" so that during the next two 
or three years the utilities had to spend 
only $200,000,000 to $300,000,000 a year 
for plant betterment in order to keep 
even. 


A Government Build-Up 


By 192JJ the demand for power had 


about caught up with the expansion 
Hit instead of resuming the half bil- 
ion dollar average, the companiei 
could rake up only $200,000,000 to $300,- 
000,000 a year. As a result, they fell 
Behind a corresponding amount in 193G 
1937'and 1938. 


Now, with the government supply- 


ng the credit, they will be able to take 
dp this slack of $200,000,000 to $300,- 
)00,000 a year for three years with a 
total outlay of close to a billion.

LONDON — Realistic observers in 


Europe chancelleries don't share the 
average American's belief that the 
United States could remain aloof from 
a general war between totalitarian 
and democratic states. 


Their reason for so thinking is: 


Japan's navy. 


During recent weeks of crisis in 


Europe, the Japanese made it known 
thai they stood by their so-called "anli- 
Comintern" pact with Germany and 
Italy, which was, in effect, a declara- 
tion that Japan would go to war on 
Germany's side against England. 


European diplomats, who are now 


busily engaged in trying to gauge 
what 
thfeuture lin-up in any new 


crisis would be, feel that Japan will 
stick by this "anti-Comintern" jaca Canada, 
when the second World War makes' 
its appearnce. That would, perhaps, 
once more put her in opposition to 
England. 


did in the last war. In those war years, 
oil several occasions, the Germans 
made sudden seccret (lashes across the 
North Sea to bombard English towns, 
rugarlcKS of whether they were fort- 
ified or not. The whole idea was 
to terrify the people and to keep the 
British navy puessing. It is not be- 
yond conception that the Japanese 
mght sneak a spuaclron of swift ships 
across the Pacific to bombard west 
coast Canadian cities. 


And that would present President 


Roosevelt, Congress and the United 
States with a grave problem. For earl- 
ier this year, the President made a 
spcuch in Canada in which he placed 
the protection of the Monroe Doct- 
rine uvar our notrthcrn neighbor and 
promised tliaat the United States would 
not alow any foreign power to harm ~ 


Even if Japan conqueres all of China, 


her army will be needed to "pacify" 
the conquered areas. But her navy 
would still be employed elsewhere, 
because it use is not ncccesary for 
the pacification of China. 


In the last world war, when the fleets 


of France and Britians had al they 
could do to cope with the German navy 
in the Atlantic, the Mediterranean and 
the North Sea, Japan proved a val- 
uable ally because its naavy con- 
voyed the troopships which caried 
Australian and New Zealand troops 
to Europe. 


Now in another major war, Britian 


will once more need the galant aid 
of her colonies. Once more, a goodly 
part of her navy will be engaged in 
the Atlantic and European waters, 
watching the European enemy fleets. 
If Japan realy stands by Germany, her 
navy will attempt to block the send- 
ing of Australian and New Zealand 
troops. That alone would transfer part 
of the United States interest to the 
Pacific. 


But more important is the possibality 


that Japan will ape what the Germans 


That being the case, what would hap- 


pen, should Japan—fighting against 
England—begin bombardment of Cana- 
dian cities'.' 
If the Monroe Doctrine 


still has teeth in it, America would I 
be at war in a very short time. At 
least, that is the prevailing felling 
in many official circles in European 
capitals.
